GE^'BRAL PRINCIPLES 

1. A military order Is tiie expression of the will of a chief 
CO 11 V ey e d to & lib o r d i i m tes . Kowe ver iiif or m ally e sp r e B 8 e d , It 
must be cheerfully and promptly obeyed. 

The art of giving proper directions and orders to troops 
i& one of the nioeb important features in the exercise of com- 
mand* 

2, Orders are olaaslfled as follows \ 

(a) Ordinary Orders^ The written orders of commanders 
of regiments (and of battalions not formed into regiments), or 
of larger units, and of [yo^t^^, dliitricts, territorial departments

acoordiiig to character; orders of mailer units are simply 
called orders* 

G-eneral orders publish information or instruction to the 
"whole command J special orders relate to individuals or mat- 
ters not of general application. Circulars have the force of 
orders when conveying mandates or instruction, They are 
numbered In separate scrJos. An order may also be placed in 
the form of an official letter addressed to the individual con- 
oerned^ or it may be simply a note. 

(b) ■ Field Orders^ I'hat clasj^s of orders dealing entirely 
with the tactical and strategical operations Incident to a state 
of war* The originals of such orders will be carefully pre- 
served for future referenccj and as a basis for formal reports 
of operations. 

Each class of orders is numbered in separate series be- 
ginning with the year, or with the eatabliehmenb or organiza- 
tion of a new command, 

FIELD OP D ERA 

3* At the beginning of ope^'^VLioii-. '-uul :':x>m tiriie to rime 
thereafter, the plans and hitentions of the supreme authority 
will be communicated in the form of letters of inatruction and 
general orders. The^o regulate movements over large areas 
and for considerable periods of time» 



Afl soon aB it becomes neceasary to presoribe taotleal or 
fltmtegleal operations, "field orders" ard issued* For exam- 
ple: orders for a march or for the formation of a camp, biv- 
ouac^ or cantonment J orders for attack or defence; orders fo 
advance guards, rear guards, or oatpoata, etc. 

4, Field orders should not, ordinarily, inciode administra- 
tive details. Such matters, as well ns questions of drill, dis- 
cipline, ©to,> are asually better covered by verbal instructions 
or by general or special orders or oircuk^rs. Circumstances 
may arise, however, especially in small commands,, where It 
may be advantageous to include In Held orders instructions 
relating to rations, ammunition, forage, etc, 

5* Orders are issued verbally, by dictation, or in writing-. 
Verbal orders may be delivered in poi json, or they mtiy be 
carried by staff offioera. When the officere concerned can be 
readUy assembled, orders may be, communicated to them by 
the commander or by a staff officer, but even then orders of 
eome importanoe or length should be dictated. For oommandfl 
which are eioattered, or at) large as a division, th.& wrUtm order 
or one by wire'is the rule. 

The manner of issuing orders in the fleld is inflaenced to a 
great extent by cirGurascances, The smaller units iir^ually is- 
sue verbal or dictated orders, the commfuidlng oflicer^ or 
tbeir adjutants being a Assembled either at established hours or 
pursuant to special calL When ample time and facilities are 
available manifold copies of orders are furnished from the 
headquarters of the larger units. 

In large commands it rei^ulres some time for formal orders 
to reach all the lower units; this may be roughly estimated at 
one hour for a brigade luid one hour and a half for a divinion. 
The hour stated in the heading of an order should be the hour 
of mgnatute. 

6» Regularity in the hour of issue of orders is out of the 
question^ depending, as it often does, upon iuformation which 
may not arrive until the laet moment; but every effort should 
be made t6 issue them In ample time. Minor staffs will have 
to work, often for hours, after the receipt of orders from' 
superior headquarters; new orders will have to be prepared 
and officers assembled to receive them or messengers dispatch- 
ed to deliver them, and final preparation made for the con- 
templated movement* Ail this may run late into the night 
and will affect the hour when orders Anally reach the troops. 
As a rule, however, it is desirable to keep conte mplated move- 
ments secret as long as possible, and to confine knowledge

, 7. Orders are addressed to commanding offleera of units 
affected by them; but, owing to the great dlffioixlty of tranft- 
mittiDg orders after a movement baa begun, eepeoiaUy an^^n^ 
gagemei3t, all officersj and In minor affairs all non- commit - 
eioned ofacers, should be informed , at the time operations 
begin, of the general pkii of ViO cuinmander, so ihat in case 
of uu foreseen developmeats th^y may conbmiie to act in con- 
formity /vrith suoh plan -without waiting for furthf*r orders, 

8» As there Is alwayie a possibility of controversy as -to 
the exact wording of verbal orders they ishould not be seiifc by 
orderlies except in oases of necessity, aind when ^osentslbould 
contain bat one definite mandate- For example; ''^The -rfegl- 

ment will hair ihrce hnurs at .'^ More latitude may 

be allowf^d in sondlt^g verbal orders by officers. 

The bearer of a verbal qrder or message should repectf the 
eame before starting. 

COMPOSITION OF FIELD ORDJ^BS . , 

9, To frame a suitable field order the commander -muat 
{!) estirnutethe situation^ (2) decide upon a dejln^ plbbW ^ 
ctoton, and (3^ actually dra/t or ivord the orders whloh will 
carry his i.'laii of acUon into effect. ■ 

An iiSlif/uUo of the siiuation iiivolves a careful coiisidera- 
iioti, froin the oommancler's viev.^ point, of all the circnm- 
stanees affecting the particular military problem. In making 
this estimate he will generally consider (a) the orders or in- 
structions under which he is actings (b) all available inf^i>r mo- 
tion of the enemy's military situation (strength, poslMctni pro- 
bable intentions, etc.), and (c) conditions affecting his own 
command :> L r o il gth , positio n , s upp o r tin g troop s , terra! n , ei>e , ) * 

InformatlOA is obtaiaed from a variety of sonri^ee —the 
higher commanders, adjoining [.rnopa, inliabitant:& of- the . 
oonniiy, news=paperH. h^rt-t'rs. t^ile^raph files, prison ecta^ de- 
serters, SpieSj maps and ret^onnalasancc!? ail contribnting to 
the general fund. Knowledge of the torrain^ alwa\ s essential 
to a correct understanding of the military situatioB^ Is obtain- 
ed from a eareful study of available maps siipplemented l^y 
thoro reconnaissance. When reliable information of ^ the 
enemy is lacking it is safe to assume that he will etot xylth 
good 3iidg:ment. 

The commander's plan of action, at which he has arrived 
after a careful estimate of the whole situation, will be to ad- 



Yaneej attack, retreat, t^ite up a clefen&ive posltian. or a po- 
sition in readiness, etc, and {}\o order is issued accjordingly. 

In framing]; orders it is weH to boar in mind that the iuteg^- 
rity of tacticai units should be pre&erved whenever poseible, 

10* ^ Fonnal field ordera are divided Into sections, or 
parts, arranged In logical sequence, matters relating to the 
same subject being grouped together. The wording must be 
ao clear and intelligible as to leave no opening for mistakes. 
Expressions depending upon the point of view of tba obser- 
ver, such as right^ left., infvont o/, behind^ on thi^ sxde^^ beyond, 
are w be avoided, reference bempf made to points of the com^ 
pass insh'^a^-l. The terms right or left maVj hov^^ever, be appli- 
ed bo individuals or bodies of men, or to the baakn of a stream j 
ia the latter oase the observer ia eupposod to be fac- 
ing down stream. The terms right Jlank and left flank are fil- 
ed designations. They apply primarily to the right and left 
of a command when facing the enemy and do not change' 
when the command is retreating. 

To minimize the possibility of error geographical names 
are printed in GAPITALSj and when the spelhng doen not 
conform to the pronnociatlon tho latter l^i f-hown plionetically 
in parenthesis, thus: BICESTEE (Bister), G ILA (He^-la)* 

When two or more places or fear or on the map have 
the same name they are distinguished by reference to other 
points, 

A road is designated b;^' connecting two or more names or 
places on the road with dashes, thus: LEAVENWORTH— 
LOWEMO XT— ATCHISON road. 

A poHitive and not a negative form of expression should 
be used. Such an order as, '*The baggage train will not ac- 
company the command," is defective because the gist of the 
order depends upon the single word *^not". 

Written orders should be so distinct as to be legible even 
in bad Ugbt. 

IL Orders should be brief; short sentences arc easily 
understood; conjectures ^ expectations, reasons formeastires 
adopted and detailed instroetiong for a variety of posinlble 
events, are little c^alculated to raise the conOd once of Lroops^ 
and phoold therefore bo avoided, 

12. Orders must not be couclied in uncertain terms. The 
Qommander should accept the entire responsibility and shift 
none of it to the shoulders of his subordinates. Precise orders 
give confidence in dangerous undertakings. The more diflQ-

cult the HituaUoD} tbe clearer and more definite should be the 
order* Such expressions as "attempt to capture", "try to 
hold", **as far aB possible", "as well as you can", alioald be 
avoided. They tend to divide responsibility between the 
eommaiidt^r and hi 9 subordinate. Weak cammanders will 
frequency choose such forms of expression in order to si lift 
the reaponsibilifcy in case of failare. 

13* An order should not treapasa upon the protyi/nce of a 
BubordinQte^ It should contain everything beyond the inde- 
pendent authority of the subordinate, but nothing more*. 
When the transmission of orders requires a considerable 
period of time during which the situation may change, de- 
tailed Instructions should be avoided. The ?^ame rn^e holds 
w^hen an order may huve to be ejirrled out under cireumstan- 
ees which cannot be eompletoly foreseen, in such oases a 
letter of guidance is more appropriate. It should lay stress 
upon the oljject to be attained^ and leave open the meani to be 
employed* 

14, Orders should not attempt bo arrange matters too far 
in advance, for counter mesa are a of the enemy and unexpect- 
ed contingencies will often make it necessary to recall the 
originals and aubatitute others. Frequent changes weary the 
men, shake their confidence in their commander, and tend bo 
make subordinates uncertain in their actions. 

15, The partioulars ol time and place mnat be stated so 
precisely that error will be Inexcuflable* lb ia important that 
an excellent time -piece be kept at headquarters and that 
commanders and atal^ officers of subordinate units set their 
watches by It* 

16* Tho based thereon, the orders of subordinates should 
not be mere repeDitions of those from higher authority mfch 
additions tacked on* A new order wiU be clearer and more 
satisfactory* 

17. Arrangements for a possible retreat should be com- 
municated confidentially to a few senior commanders only* 

FORM OF FTBIX) ORDERS 

!• To enable the will of the commander to be readily 
underatood,^ and to secure cooperation among his subordi- 
nates) a typical form has been adopted for formal field orders, 
which form, with the neoessary variations, is applicable to 
nearly all military situations* 

This form divides the order into sections or parte and as- 
signs to each a particular dass of information, as follows:

, Tlmt part of the order giving the title^ or official deslgna- 
tioii of the issuing offifjer^s camMiand, the place, date (usually 
the hour) of issue; and the number of the order. 

The IHstribuUon of Troops 

That pa,rt of the order slio^^vir.g ihe eomposictoii uf the_^ 
va^rioua fractions into which the command Is to be divided," 
and the nature of the daties to be performed by each. It is 
headed TROOPS, and in written or printed orders is placed on 
the, left of the body of the order and ocoaplee about one third 
of the paj^e. 

"Thr '^disfcribution of troops" Is arranged under lettered 

eub-heada. the troops listed under each performing' ihc duty 
indicated in the corresponding; subdivision of Paragraph S, 

W h e [1 the tr o o p u n d o r a s Lib - h o a d a,,r q noi na m cd i n t h e ir 
order of march, they aio generally listed as follows: infantry, 
artillery^ oavaJry, speeial troop 

In certain orders the ^^diati'ibutioii of troops*' is unneces- 
sary, i^raprop ft 3 containing Buffieient information.^ 
. When orders are dictated, or sent by wire or signals, the 
**dMiTiibution. of troops'' (if any) will be given Immediately 
after Pp,i;a>grdpli 2 . 

The Body 

That part of the order containing irtfonnation ar^d in- 
structions for the command. It Is divided into paragraphs, 
numbered serially, a& fo^low!>; 

Paragraph 1* ContSiinmg information of the enemy, and 
so much of thje general situation of our supporting troops as 
may be desirable for subordinates to know* 
: : : PaTagraph 2. Containing the general plan of the com- 
mander, or so much thereof as may be necessary, to insure 
proper cooperation of all parts of the command. 

Para grap h 3. C o ntai n i ng th e d c tail e d d 1 s p o si cio n s a d o p t- 
ed by the eommander to secure ihe objective outlined in Par- 
agraph 2, including tlic tasks assigned to each of the several 
<^ombatant fractions of the command. 

Ijietkileti infltruotions for each fracUnn are given under 
lettered sub -heads, {a}, (b), etc., the leading fraction, or that

one having the most important duty to perform^ being gen- 
erally considered first For instance: in an order for attack 
it ia oastomaxy to consider the artillery flrBt; in a mareh order 
troopi are considered according to the poiltion they occupy 
In the column. 

Instructions applicable to all ot theie fractions may be 
embodied in a sub-paragraphj without letter, at the end of 
Paragraph S. 

Puragra-ph 4-. CDntainii];:,^ with few ezceptions, in- 
structions for the sanitary troopSj baggage, ammunition, sup- 
ply, and pack trains. 

'PwrCi^aph 5. Oontaining, with few exceptions, informa- 
tion as to the plaoe where the commander can be found or 
messages may be gentf and the name of the second in com^ 
mand. In the orders of snbordlnate comniandera this parpi- 
graph will aho give the location of "Unes of information^if 
any have been established. 

If the infoi^mation usually contained in either Paragraphs 
1 ov 2 be unnecessary it may be omitted; in formal field 
orders, however, the numbers of these paragraphs will be re- 
tained In their proper sequence. 

Additional paragraphs may be neoessary; if so they will 
be incorporated y properly numbered, Immediately after Fo/ra^ 
graph 3; but whatever the number of paragraphs, the 
last will ahvaya contain the Information as to where the com- 
mander can be found, ete. 

In active operauon^i. e^ipeeiaily dudng engagements, 
numerous orders will be i-jsued either verbally or in the form 
of notes, brief dispatches or messagesj etc*, which will not 
contain all the requirements of a formal written or printed 
field order; but whenever detailed instructions for opera'^ 
tions are given, whether verbally » in writing or otherwise, the 
sequence prescribed for the information contained In the 
body of a formal field order nnist be preserved* 

The Endmg 

Oontadning the authentication of the order by an appro- 
priate signature^ and a statement of how the order is com- 
monicated to the command*

'20. Whei'.her named in the title or elsewhere in the order, 
great care should be observed iu daalgnafcing^ tactical oi gani- 
sations.

21. When a fraction of an 0Tg:anizatiQn cannot, be desig- 
nated by naming one or more of its subdivisions, it will re- 
osiv© tbe geaeirlo title of "detaeliment". 

22. A detachmmt may* be broadly defined ai a body of 
troops separated from a higher command and intrusted with 
a special mission. 

Kearly every command of any else will be composed of 
troops from the different arms or special services, or both, 
and when not constituting a division, brigade, or other an- 
thorized unit, the question often arises whether to call such a 
command a '^detachments* or to give it t.he tactical designa- 
tion of. the predominating arm or special service; if there is a 
predominating element (us aally the case) the_ title of thecom- 
majBd will be that of the predominating element unless the 
proportion of the auxiliary arm or special servioe equals or 
exceeds that prescribed for a division, in which case the oom- 
nmiKl wijl be cabled a detachment of tbar orgaTiiJ^ation from 
which it is detached. For example: a command consisting of 
1 regiment of infantry and 1 squadron wonid be a detachment, 
whjle the title of a command ooneistlng of 1 regiment of in- 
fantry and a troop would ba thut of the regiment* 

23. Dates In the heading are abbreviated thus : 4. Feb* 07, 
2-45 P. M. In naming a night both days should be mentioned 
thus: night 4x5 Feb. 07* The words <*noon^' and '*mldnlght'» 
should be written. 

No abbreviations are used in a bod 5- of the order except 
A. M, and M. for n^iorning and afternoon, and the author- 
ised abbreviations for tactical organizations, 

Before orders are issued they should l?e carefully test- 
ed to see that the entire command is accounted for*

36* A message is a communloatlon sent from one person 
to another* In the fleld the term is generally applied fco 
written information sent by messenger op wire* Buoh a mes- 
sage Bhoald be brief and oJecw, resembling a telegram. The 
source of the information contained in the message should 
always be given, the writer oare fully separating what he has 
actually seen himself from tliat received second -hand, Most 
of the rul«3 adopted to geoare clearness in orders apply 
equally to messages. 

37, In certain situations lb may be advisable to send in- 
formation not only to the proper supeHorj but k> neighbor- 
ing troops as well. When copies of messages are sent in this 
manner the faot should be noted upon eaob. 

38, The blank form shown In par. 47 will be used for 
the transmission of messages in the field. The heading 
**From'^ j^liould be filled in with the name of r.lie detachment 
sending the information; as ^'OfElcer^ii Patrol^ 7th Oav." Mes- 
sag'ea sent on the aame day from the same source to the same 
person should be numbered consecutively. The address is 
written briefly ^ thus, "Commanding Offloer, Outpost, lat Bri- 
gade,^' In the signature the writer's surname only and rank 
are glyen. 

Messages carried by messenger are usually inclosed in 
envelops properly addressed. The envelop when not marked 
*^confldenbiaP' is left unsealed so tnat commanders along the 
line of march may read the contents* Upon the envelop 
should be written the name of the messengers his time of de- 
parture and rate of speed. The latter should be indicated aa 
follows; Qr^nary, rapLdf or urgent Ordinary means about 
five miles ah hour for a mounted man; rapid about seven or 
eight miles an hour; and urgent the highest speed consistent 
with certainty of arrival at destination. The recipient will 
note the time of receipt upon the envelop and return the 
■ latter to bearer,
